When ithe tenm of Royal 
‘Artillery, stntloned at Ports- 
mouth in 1807 were sent awoy 
for special seaside training prior 
to an FA Amateur Cup-tic they 
were all declared to have for- 
felted thelr amateur status and 
the _professtonal 
mouth FC was born, . 

‘Two of the soldiers jolned the 
Board of Dircctors—-R. S, M. 
Windrum and Sergeant Bonney. 
A Naval diver Sidney 5B. 
Leverett later became = ‘un- 
officially connected with the 
club’ and this same = “Sid’ 
Leverett is still a Director these 
57 years later, having jolned 
the Board in 1912. 

Leverett [sone of Soccer's 
outstanding characters, and one 
whose wise judgment is still 
relled upon by a Board who 
have of late suffered grievous 
losses through death. Leverett 
not only dispenses hospitality in 
the Boardroom but his long ex- 
perience is a ynluable asset at 
busIness mectings. 


DELICATE MISSIONS. 


“Sid was an honorary scout 
for the club din their Southern 
Leajue days when transfer {ces 
were not necessary and poach- 
ing was the rule rather than the 
exception, 

Many delicate missions he
